DOCTOR PREDICTS RECOVERY. 


Sudden Rise in Governor’s Fever Tem- 
perature Proves Temporary and He 
‘Suffers No Biferts. 


Springfield, III, Nov. 7.—[Special.]—The 
sudden rise in Gov. Yates’ fever temperature 
last night was of a temporary character 
enly, and this morning the fever was back 
to 101, with a pulse beating at 94. At in- 
tervals during the day the fever varied 56 
of a degree, but at no time was below 101. 

In the opinion of Dr. L. C. Taylor, the pa- 
tient has spent a good day, and has suffered 
no ill effects from the sudden change of last 
night. Dr. Taylor ascribes the sudden rise 
in temperature to the revolt of the patient's 
stamach against the nourishment given. No 
change was made in the diet today. The food 
administered today was retained. 

Dr. Taylor says there is no cause for 
anxiety concerning the patient, and that he 
is in no immediate danger. 

“Gov. Yates’ condition today has becn 
as good, if not a trifle better, than any time 
during his sickness,“ he said. ‘‘ He has 
rested comfortably. His maximum fever was 
102 2-5 about the middle of the aftefnoon, 
at which time he was flighty. The rest of 
the day, however, he was rational. If he gets 
through the next six days as well as the 
last three weeks he will recover without 
any ill effects.

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LORIMER PLANS GULF TRIP. 


Wants to Be First to Agitate Open Wa- 


terway from Chicago to New 
Orleans. 
William Lorimer has decided to begin his 
second congressional record at once. He is 
now arranging to make an extended trip 
down the drainage canal, through the IIii- 
nois river, and down the Mississippi to New 
Orleans for the purpose of gathering data to 
be presented to congress in support of the 
agitation of a ship canal from Chicago to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Mr. Lorimer has not yet 


decided just how he will make the trip, but |. 


it is likely that he will use a small steam or 
electric launch. It is also likely that he will 
take with him several expert engineers to 
help him in the investigation. Mr. Lorimer 
is now in Washington, but is expected back 
in Chicago tonight. He will attend toa few 
important matters here and will then, accord- 
ing to report, start on the long river trip. 
As the congressmen-elect will not take their 
seats until March 4 there will be plenty of 
time in which to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the canal project. The feasibility of 
a deep waterway has been conceded by some 
of the best engineers of the country, but Mr. 
Lorimer wants to get all the additional in- 
formation possible in regard to the project. 
He wants to go over every foot of the country 
between Chicago and New Orleans and arm 
himself with facts and figures that will enable 
him to combat any argument that may be 
advanced by interests hostile to the con- 
templated canal. 

The congressman from the Sixth district 
has made an exhaustive study of the deep 
waterway question. The most rabid anti- 
Lorimerites concede him to have been the 
father of the Chicago river improvements 
and of the first work in congress toward the 
drainage canal During his recent cam- 
paign Mr. Lorimer talked a great deal about 
the river improvements, the drainage canal, 


and what they might lead to. He is deter- 


mined to carry out his Chicago-Gulf of Mex- 
ico ship canal scheme, or at least have the 
credit for starting the work, as he did in the 
case of the drainage canal. 
It is the opinion of those who have been 
watching Mr. Lorimer that he is preparing to 
solidify himself with the business interests 
that he may be a fit candidate for the office 
of minister of commerce when it is created. 


SEES DISCREPANCY IN VOTE. 


| D. D. Healy Finds 12,000 More Ballots

GURTIS REVIVES THE PAST 


CANDIDACY FOR SPEAKERSHIP 
RECALLS HIS OLD RECORD.

Kankakee Man Opens Headquarters 
and Memories of His Former Serv- 
ice as Head of the House Bob Up to 
Mock Him — Mysterious Trip to 
Mammoth Cave After Passage of 
Notorious Allen Bill—Gumboil Ed’s’ 
Fright at Hands of Democrats. 


When the announcement is read this morn- 
ing that Ed C. Curtis of Kankakee has 
opened headquarters at the Great Northern 
hotel and again is a candidate for speaker, 
the people of Illinois doubtless will remember 
some of the incidents that gave him more or 
less notoriety when he was speaker in the 
session of 1897. : 

What attracted the most attention to Cur- 
‘tis during that session and earned for him 
the nickname of “ Gumboil Ed.“ was his 
leaving Springfield suddenly on the day the 
Allen bill passed the house and going to 
Mammoth Cave, Ky., to spend the Sunday 


morning of May 28, 1897, this account of Mr. 
Curtis’ departure appears: 
“Speaker Curtis started for Mam 
Cave, Ky.,, this afternoon over the Alton 
road. Just before leaving he called Charlie 
Allen, chairman of the committee on judi- 
clary, into his room and said he did net want 
the consolidated gas and frontage and sev- 
eral other measures considered before Mon- 
day afternoon. He took his physician with 
him and several relatives and friends. The 
speaker is far from being well, and looked 
pale and bad today. He has had rather a 
rocky time of it the last week or two.“ 


Mystery Surrounded the Trip. 


Only a few of the members of the house 
knew at the time he disappeared that Speak- 
er Curtis contemplated a trip that would 
take him outside the state. He kept the 
matter as much of a secret as possible. Only 
two or three of his close friends on the floor 
knew anything about it until the next day. 

For some hours after Curtis had gone his 
absence was something of a mystery and 
caused a little sensation at the capital. It 
was the talk of legislative circles the next 
day until the members learned where he had 
gone and were given an explanation for his 
leaving Springfield at that most critical time. 
On Friday the Allen bill was up, and at the 
end of one of the hottest batties ever fought 
on the floor of the house was passed. At 
the close of the roll call Mr. Curtis left the 
chair, called Mr. Allen, father of the measure 
that had caused the speaker so much work 
and trouble, into his room, and turned over 
to him the gavel. Prominent lawyers 
throughout the. state said subsequently that 
he had no right to do this. 


Indignation Meeting in Chicago. 

The incident was the subject of adverse 
comment everywhere and by all classes of 
citizens. At a meeting in Chicago on the 
following Sunday Mr. Curtis was severely 
criticised. A few of the comments at that 
meeting, as they were reported in THE 
TRIBUNB, are here reproduced:

FOREMAN FOR A NEW CHARTER. 


President-Elect of the County Board Do- 
mands Consolidation of the Vari- 
ous Local Governments.

Henry G. Foreman, president-elect of the 
county board, urged the need of a consti- 
tutional convention at a banquet given for 
him at the Standard club, Twenty-fourth 
street and Michigan avenue, last evening. 
He said Chicago was a bunch of villages, and 
that $50,000,000 would be needed to changeit 
into a cosmopolitan city. 

After complimenting the men present who 
had constituted an advisory committee dur- 
ing his campaign, and assuring them that 
the committee was to be a permanent or- 
ganization, Mr. Foreman said: 

“The income of Cook county, from what I

RUBBER WORKERS 


OUT ON STRIKE. 


Begin Fight Against Trust at 
Morgan & Wright Fac- 
tory on West Side. 


OTHER UNIONS LEND AID. 


Teamsters Indorse Struggle. on 
Ground Firm Violated Its 
Agreement. 

Seven hundred rubber workers and team- 
esters struck at the Morgan & Wright factory, 
331 to 338 West Lake street, yesterday morn- 
ing. It was the opening of a concerted attack 
by union labor on the rubber trust and the 
big plant was completely tied up. 

Representatives of the rubber workers’ 
union will meet with the firm and leaders of 
other labor organizations concerned in the 


| fight this morning and attempt to demon- 


etrate that they were justified in calling the 
strike. Should they succeed every union man 
employed by the trust in Chicago will drop 
his work on Monday morning. 

Manager John C. Wilson of the company 
denied yesterday that the agreement entered 
into with the union two weeks ago has been 
broken. He said he knew nothing of the strike 
until he read it in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday 
morning. Rumors of the impending trouble 
were afloat on Thursday, but Manager Wil- 
son said he did not believe they would ma- 
terialise, for he could not see where the agree- 
ment had been violated. 


i Claim Agreement Was Not Broken. 
We have no objection to the union,” he 
said yesterday, and have not had at any 
time. The agreement was signed by a repre- 
sentative of the firm and there has been no 
reason on our part for breaking it. The 
moral obligation back of such an agreement 
is too strong to warrant us in annulling it 
and we have had no desire to do so. I was not 
a party to it and consequently I have to 
take it yerbally. I have followed it to the 
letter. Ree 

This company has taken no decided 
stand against unions and members of unions. 
We believe that a man has the same right to 
belong to a unior as to a church. We dre 
and have béen ready at all times to treat 
with the men. There is a misunderstanding 
somewhere and I am sorry it has occurred.“ 

When the plant opened yesterday morning 
not a rubber worker appeared. In the 
streets surrounding it crowds of strikers and 
their sympathizers gathered to do picket 
duty. Men and women were present, but all 
had orders to remain quiet. The leaders do 
not wish to have a repetition of the riotous 
scenes that marked the bill posters’ strike 
and were present to see that events did not 
take that trend. 


Teamsters Take a Hand. 


Early in the day teamsters appeared with 
—— of freight and material for the firm. 
They were stopped by the pickets and told 
that a strike was on. All turned back, and 
their employers promptly notified the busi- 
ness agents of the teamsters’ locals to that 
effect. The business agents in turn sent out 
notices that the strike was sanctioned. The 
approval is based on the fact that the agree- 
ment entered into by the firm was signed by 
three teamsters, and they take its alleged 
violation as an affront. 

At 11 o’clock a committee of the strikers 
asked Business Agent Malcolm McLeod of 
the stationary engineers and President Jos- 
seph Morton of the stationary firemen to 
call out their men. Thesegleaders, in com- 
pany with Albert Young and Hugh McGee of 
the Teamsters’ union went to see Manager 
Wilson of the firm and talk over the trouble. 


May Make New Agreement. 

He is said to have told them that while 
the firm had lived up to the agreement in 
full, it now considered itself free to do as it 
pleased, the agreement having been annulled 
by the strike. He was asked if the firm 
would consent to a new one, and he expressed 
willingness to consider the matter. A meet- 
ing for this morning was agreed upon and 
the rubber workers, who outnumbered the 
other strikers fifty to one, consented to be 
present. 

At this meeting the rubber workers will at- 
tempt to prove that the firm has consistently 
discriminated against the old and best paid 
men, and that it has laid off these men when 
times were dull, making them temporary 
workers. They will present documents to 
show that the firm agreed not to do this, 
and that it lived up to its agreements until 
it became a part of the trust. 8 

Should these facts be proven the business 
agents of the other unions involved will is- 
sue orders to their men to strike and remain 
out until the firm agrees to accept the pres- 
ent agreement and live up to it. If they 
fail to prove their case a new agreement may 
be framed and signed by all concerned. In 
the meantime the plant will be picketed and 
preparations made to spread the fight to all 
points where the trust controls the rubber 
industry. 

The woman’s union is taking an active part 
in the strike. Mat Mahoney is president of 
the union and Anna Dillon secretary.

Detective Hartigan,’ who has been 
ing on the case ever since the crime was com 
mitted, testified that Cole is the only person 
he examined who wavered in his statements. 

Cole, who testified before the coroners 
jury, denied making the assault, and pro- 
tested that he had assisted the authorities, 
He also denied using the language attributed 
to him by Van Brakle.

MAIL ADVICES GIVE DETAILS OF 
RECENT OUTBREAK. 


Chinese Troops Are Sent Against the 
Insurgents and Order Is Restored 
After Considerable Dificalty—Mar- 
ket Towns Occupied During Rising 
and Captains of Train Bands Are 
Killed—Fitrst Force Geing Against 
nebel Is Compelied to Retrent:” 
Victoria, B. C., Nov. 7.—Mail advices 
received from the orient include official re- 
ports from Kwei Chun, ex-viceroy of Sze 
Chuan, detailing the recent boxer outbreak 
there. After relating the incidents léading 
up to the destruction of the churches in the 
two districts and the murder of many na- 
tive converts, the report says: 
‘Several regiments of troops were sent 
to the disturbed places and besides slaying 
200 or 300 of the insurgents the troops suc- 
ceeded in capturing. several, who were 
brought to Changtu and decapitated. 
Captains of Train Bands Killed. 
Between 5,000 and 6,000 boxers had assem- 
bled in Hwayong Hsien, Chintang Hsion, and 
Chein Tow, where they occupied the market 
towns and killed as many captains of the 
train hands as they could get hold of. A 
Small force was sent to the boxers to exhort 
them to disperse. 


“J did not take stringent measures on this 
occasion, because I feared that among the 
boxers there might be many famine stricken 
inhabitants who were not disposed to do 
evil. but were simply misled by the boxers. 
A fight followed and 200 boxers were killed 
and the others driven back. The force sefit 
was obliged to return.” 
Attack on Imperial Troops.

ASAY NAMED IN 
TEMPLE SCANDAL 


Aceused by Williams in a Let- 
ter Written Before He 
Became a Fugitive. 


SAYS HE ADVISED DEAL 


Former City Attorney, However. 
Makes Vigorous Denial of 
the Charge.

William C. Asay, former city attorney, whe 
made an unsuccessful race for state sena- 
tor In the First district as the democratic 
candidate last Tuesday; is accused by Capt. 
Edward Williams, now a fugitive from jus- 
tice, of being the attorney who advised him 
to pay $20,000 for a bogus receipt showing 
that he had settled the Masonic temple 
taxes for $26,770.17. 

Mr. Asay denies the charge, which, he says, 


ried trip to State’s Attorney Deneen’s office 
yesterday afternoon and told him that there 
was no truth in Williams’ accusation. He 
admitted, however, that Williams had sought 
and received legal advice fram him concern- 
ing the Masonic temple tax scandal. 

After Mr. Deneen and Mr. Asay had talked 
the matter over at considerable length the 
accused man went away convinced that he 
had impressed the state’s attorney of his in- 
nocence of any irregular practice. He found 
that Mr. Deneen was fully acquainted with 
all of the details of the transaction in which 
Williams and Luke Wheeler were the chief 
actors, and that his own connection with the 
affair already was known to Mr. Deneen. 


Charge Made in a Letter. 

A letter which Attorney Charles 8. Thorn- 
ton gave yesterday to A. W. Harris, vice 
president of the Masonic Fraternity Temple 
association, for transmission to the directors 
of the association was the means of linking 
Mr. Asay’s name with the tax fixing con- 
spiracy. The communication is alleged to 
have been written by Capt. Williams im- 
mediately after his conviction, and before his 
flight from the city. It was written in exon- 
eration of the firm of Thornton & Chancellor, 
which was under suspicion of having ad- 
vised Williams in his dealings with Wheeler, 
and contained the statement that a lawyer in 
no way connected with the association had 
been a party to the transaction. 

Another letter, written at the time by 
Williams and entrusted to Attorney Thorn- 
ton for delivery to the board of directors, was 
furnished in duplicate to the newspapers by 
Mr. Thornton nearly two weeks ago, but it 
did not contain Mr. Asay’s name. 

It was Mr. Thornton's intention to deliver 
the first letter to the directors of the associa- 
tion nearly two weeks ago. He showed it to 
Vice President Harris and Director Bodman 
at that time, but retained it until yesterday, 
on the plea that as Mr. Asay was a candidate 
for state senator it might work him injury at 
the polls. 


Mentions Third Person. 

If the statements made in the letter by 
Capt. Williams are true the $20,000 drawn 
from the treasury of the Masonic Fraternity 
Temple association for taxes was paid by 
him. to a person in the office of Mr. Asay, in 
his presence and a¢cording to his direction. 
This person's identity isknown to Attorney 
Thornton, but he declined last night to re- 
veal it. He also declined to admit that Mr. 
Asay was named as the attorney who had 
advised Williams, saying that the matter 
was within the discretion of the directors. 

I can enly say that the man named by 
Williams as the one who received the money 
was not connected in any way with the 
county treasurer's office,’’ said Mr. Thorn- 
ton, and that Williams did not get any 
share of the money. I will not say the man 
was Luke Wheeler.“ 

Vice President Harris had no. hesitancy’ 
in saying that Williams had accused Mr. 
Asay of advising him to settle the Masonic 
temple taxes for $20,000, although he intt- 
mated that he was not thoroughly impressed 
with the truthfulness of the letter. Williams 
made two or three conflicting statements 
concerning the manner in which he paid 
the $20,00, and Mr. Harris may have this in 
mind. 

When the exposure of the Masonic temple 


he had paid the money over the counter 
in the county treasurer's office in the pres- 
ence of two witnesses. He next declared 
in an affidavit supporting a motion for a 
continuance that he never had met Luke 
Wheeler, nor had any. dealings with him. 


| Asay Disputes Charge. 

“TI did not advise Capt. Williams to pay 
the Masonic temple taxes with $20,000 or 
any other amount,” said. Mr. Asay las 
night. “He never consulted me on the 
question of paying the taxes, and he never 
paid any money to a third person in my 
office. If he has written a letter stating 
that the transaction took place in my office 
and under my direction he probably did 
so under a stress which he could not re 
sist and with the object of clearing some- 
body else's skirts of suspicion. 

“I know Capt. Williams well. We have 
been warm friends since 1892, when wo 
worked in politics together. When the 
scandal was first exposed he came to ask 
my advice, saying that both Thornton and 
Chancellor, the attorneys for the Masonic 
Fraternity Temple association, were out of 
the city. He wanted to know what he should 
do, and paid me my fee for advice. 

“I told him to say nothing and do noth- 
ing. In the light of what has happened that 
advice was good, for if he had acted upon 
it the state would have had à hard task 
convicting him. That is the only time [ 
have had dealings with Capt. Williams for 
several years. 

“It is absurd to think t I would be 

such a fool as described in the letter pur- 

porting to have been written by Williams. 

State’s Attorney Deneen knows the whole 

truth of the matter, and he knows that I 

had no connection with it of a discreditable 
er.“ 


More Indications of Rascality. 


The investigation which the directors of the 
Masonic Fraternity Temple association are 
making of Capt. Williams’ management is 
sald to be revealing irregularities of many 
kinds. It is understood that Williams took 
advantage of his position of manager and 
shared with another man in a percentage of 
the profits on coal and other contracts made 
in the name of the association. It 16 said 
that their operations went so far as to re- 
quire the payment of a rakeoff on the ash 
removal contract. * 
Williams” bondsmen furnished the money to 
the police department yesterday for cover- 
ing the expense of printing circulars and 
pictures of the fugitive and distributing them 
all over the United States. Detective Frank 
Tyrrell returned during the day from a trig 
out of the city for the purpose of investigat 
ing a supposed clew to Williams’ where- 
abouts. He found the clew worthless.

‘TRUST MADE CIGARETS ARE 
SEIZED BY REVENUE MEN. 


Independent Dealers Furnish Informa- 
tion anda Raid by Government Rep- 
resentatives Follows. 


The independent tobacco dealers scored 
heavily on the trust yesterday when, on in- 
formation furnished by them, internal rev- 
enue agents raided a number of wholesale 
houses and downtown cigar stores and seized 
thousands of trust made cigarets which did 
not come within the provisions of the law. 
The seizure was made because the revenue 
stamps had not been pasted on the boxes ac- 
cording to law or had not been canceled in 
the manner provided. i 

The law reads that the “ stamps be so af- 
fixed as to effectually seal the package and 

Fender it impossible to remove the contents 
without breaking the stamps,“ or, as an al- 
ternative allows, the manufacturer to cancel 
the stamps by writing or printing. These 
two regulations the trust is alleged to have 
ignored. 

IT have noticed for weeks that the cancel- 
Nations of the stamps on the trust goods 
were so dim that the stamps readily could 
have been used again,“ said M. W. Diffley, 
in discussing the raid. Some are not can- 
celed at all. I understand that many of the 
boxes are returned to the trust as premium 
tickets, and this gives an opportunity for 
further irregularities.” 


TREASURY CHANGES BOND RULE 


No More State or Municipal Paper Will 
Be Taken as Security for Gov- 
* ernment Deposits. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 7. — The 

of the treasury has discontinued the accept- 
ance of state and municipal bonds as secu- 
rity for public deposits. These bonds were 
authorized to be taken as security for public 


deposits on Oct. 1, 1902, under the following 


rule: 

“The department has decided to release 
for such banks as have deposits and are not 
maintaining “heir limit of:circulation a por- 
tion of the bonds now held by the govern- 
ment, taking lieu therefor other satisfactory 
security, on condition always that the bonds 
released will be used for the immediate is- 
sue of additional circulation. This provi- 
sion does not apply to those banks that al- 
ready have their maximum § circulation, 
neither does it apply to the banks that do 
not have any deposits.“ 

The amount of municipal and state bonds 
o deposited aggregate roundly $17,000,000. 
These transactions that are already in prog- 
ress will be completed and release the treas- 
ury’s holding of these securities.

COMMITTEE REJECTS OFFER OF 10 
PER CENT RAISE. 


Railroads in Chicago District Make 
Proposition to Pay 2 1-2 Cents Per 
Hour More to Brakemen or Switch- 
men and 3 1-2 Cents to Foremen — 
Executive Board Sends Question to 
Mea for Their Approval—Will Be 

Acted Upon Today. | 


‘Bight thousand members of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen employed in the 
switchyards of the Chicago district will vote 
teday on a proposition to strike if the rail- 
road. companies do not grant them an 
increase in wages amounting to 5 cents an | 
hour. 

Two weeks ago the men filed their de- 
mands with the seventeen companies con- 
trolling the roads entering Chicago, and 
yesterday morning they received their 
answer. Instead of 5 cents an hour raise. 
which amounts to 20 per cent, they were of- 
fered a raise of 2% cents an hour for the 
men and 8% cents for the foremen. 

The executive committee of the brother- 
hood refused to accept the terms proposed. 
They held that their demands were just 
and should be met. They notified the com- 
panies to that effect, and then drew up a 
strike proposition for the men.

Another attempt will be made today to get 
the roads to reconsider their offer and in- 
crease it. The men have little hope of this 
being done, and last night efforts were made 
to get the strike vote in as soon as possible, 
so that a definite plan of action may be pur-

I have not prepared an opinion discussing the 
various questions raised and the argument of this 
motion, for the reason that the conclusion I have 
reached renders it necessary that the questions 
involved be submitted to the Supreme court before 
any further steps be taken in the proceedings.

case to determine whether the purpose of taking 
is for a public or private use. If the purchase is 
in fact for 4 private use, though under cover of 
pretense for a public use, then it is the duty of the 
court to deny the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain. After a careful nsideration of the 
pétition and evidence and the authority cited as 
well as the mill act and the sanitary district act 
and the well known industrial conditions, of which 
it ig the duty of the court to take notice, I am led 
to the unavoidable conclusion that the purpose of 
the determination as sought in this case is not to 
acquire property for a public use, but is to acquire 
public property for a private use. . 

Even if the public use. be admitted, I have the 
most serious doubt as to whether the use to which 
ft is proposed to put the property sought to be 
taken is not inconsistent with and destructive of 
the public use for which it was acquired and is held. 

The motion to dismiss will therefore be sustained.

UNION WITH UNIVERSITY. 


‘| Wants to Be Made an Integral Fart 


of Big Institution and Consent Is 
Given, Provided the Money for New 

Buildings and Equipment Appears 
e of the Trustees of Both Iden- 
 tleal at Present, Making the Project 
Family Affair. Re 


If the trustees of Rush Medical college 
can raise $1,000,000 by July 1, 1908, the west 
side school is to be received into the Univer- 
sity of Chicago as an integral, organic part. 
This announcement, given out officially at 
the University of Chicago yesterday after- 
noon, is the surprise which Dr. Harper prom- 
ised the public after the special session of 
the trustees of the university last Tuesday. 

The board of trustees of Rush Medical col- 
lege met yesterday afternoon in the univer- 
sity’s offices in the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trugt building and adopted a resolution sec- 
onding the action of the university trustees 
and accepting the condition upon which the 
union is based. 

The trustees of Rush seem confident that 
the required sum can be raised. The $1,000,- 
000 will be used for the erection of new build- 


ings, the endowment of chairs of instruction, | 


and the purchase of additional equipment. 


Official Statement Given Out. 

The following is quoted from the official 
statement given out from President Har- 
per’s office: 

“The proposition (for the union of the 
university and Rush) has come from Rush 
Medical college, which has been desirous of 
such an organic union for several years, 
plans having been laid before the University 
of Chicago by the trustees of Rush Medical 
college as early as 1894. The members of 
the faculty are unanimous and hearty sup- 
porters of the step, believing that the med- 
ical education of the future must be in close 
touch with university work and that the fu- 
ture of Rush Medical college as an institu- 
tion of the highest medical learning demands 
such a union. Dr. Frank Billings, Dr. Nich- 
olas Senn, and Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals in par- 
ticular have interested themselves strongly 
in the project. Py. | 

“Although overtures. were made by Rush 
for merging it into the university in 1894, the 
‘trustees of the latter institution were cau- 
tious about taking so important a step, and 
it was not until June 1, 1898,- that the two 
were affiliated. At the time it was expected 
that the connection would not be closer than 
mere affiliation. The advantages, however, 
of closer codperation became apparent im- 
mediately, and medical courses gradually 
have been added at the ‘University of Chi- 
cago until under the present arrangement 
the first two years of medical work must be 
done on the university campus. | 

The location of Rush Medical college will 
be. continued as at present. Great advan- 
tages,are secured by its relationship to the 
Presbyterian hospital and the County hos- 
The work on the west side will con- 
stitute a regular part of the university med- 
ical work. 

The name of Rush Medical college will 
be continued in connection with the Univer- 


sity of Chicago.“ 


Whole Scheme a Family Affair. 

While the proposition for the incorpdra- 
tion of Rush college into the university 
comes from the trustees of the medical 
school and is thus in the nature of a request 
to be taken under the university’s wing. the 
students of both schools find considerabié 
amusement in the fact that six of the 
trustees of Rush, including President Har- 
per, are members of the board of trustees 
of the university. It appears, therefore, that 
the whole scheme is a family affair, in which 
Dr. Harper asks himself to raise $1,000,000.

Counsel Gurley Denies Complaint 


Are Changed. 


The Union Traction company does not pro 
pose to yield to the transfer ordinances with- 
out further struggle.

Sheriff-elect Thomas E. Barrett's colors

Cleveland and that this releases him from 


his contract with us. He might have sent 
the money to President Roosevelt or J. Pier- 
pont Morgan just as well so far as this case 
is concerned. I signed Leach personally to 
that contract, and I sent him his advance 
money through Mr. McRoy, my secretary. I 
have not received any returned advance 
money. Dreyfuss knows it and is going be- 
yond the limit when he makes an assertion 
to the contrary. As far as Mr. Somers is 
concerned, he was connected with the trans- 
action only as witness to the contracts. I 
suppose if I had been alone at the hotel and 
called in a hall boy to witness the signa- 
tures Leach would have returned the ad- 
vance money to him and would claim release 
from the contract on that ground. 


Asks Players About Contracts. 


“ The first question I asked Leach and the 
other players was if they were bound in any 
way to the Pittsburg club for next year and 
they convinced me they were not. No mat- 
ter what the National league may say to the 
contrary, we are not asking players to jump 
contracts and will not doso. The only claim 
Dreyfuss has on our players is through the 
option clause, which was declared illegal by 
the United States Circuit court right in 
Pennsylvania last summer in the McGuire 
case. We have a bona fide contract with 
Leach as well as with the other Pittsburg 
players we signed and will enforce it. 

It Dreyfuss has signed Leach since then 
he is promoting contract jumping, and a 
man who will tempt a player to Jump a con- 
tract is lower in the scale of humanity than 
the player who jumps. I would like to tell 
you some of the things Dreyfuss called 
Chesbro when he found he could not tempt 
him to jump our contract. Chesbro was 
vilified and abused and then two weeks of his 
salary was withheld besides his share of the 
gate receipts from the exhibition games. We 
have paid Chesbro’s salary for those two 
weeks. Dreyfuss is scarcely consistent in 
treating a player of Chesbro’s honesty as he 
did and then throwing bouquets at Leach, 
who was the ringleader in all transactions 
with the American league.

Railroad officials showed considerable i!) 
temper at yesterday’s hearing before the 
Interstate commerce commission, and fur- 


ther than that contradicted each other as to 


the reasonableness of the rates charged on 
live stock and packing house products. 

President A. B. Stickney of the Chicago 
Great Western was the first to give interest 
to the proceedings, when he attacked the 
Chicago live stock exchange, which had made 
the complaint against the railroads. 

Mr. Stickney declared that the exchange 
was a monopoly which demands tribute 
from every shipper of live stock to Chicago. 
He said the complaints about rates came 
only from this, exchange, and not from the 
shippers and buyers of cattle. 

“ Stickney Roused to Anger. 

Mr. Stickney. had spent some time explain- 
ing why the rates of his road on live stock 
were higher than on packing house products 
between Missouri river points and Chicago. 
Angered by the questioning of complainant’s 
counsel, he pounded the desk and gave vent 
to his feelings. 

“That is gall sublime,” he asserted, for 
this live stock monopoly, which last year 
collected $3,000,000 in commissions on the 
sale of the live stock brought here by the 
railroads, which received $8,000,000 for the 
services performed by them, to pose here as 
complainant and ask a railroad company to 
explain why it charges a certain rate. Why, 
you members of the interstate commerce 
commission cannot sell a-carload of stock 
in the Union stockyards here without paying 
$12 as commission to this complainam.. | 
It ie remarkable that these commission 
men are permitted to continue to demand a 
profit of $3 on every carload of hogs, and $12 
on every carload of cattle sold in Chicago. 

y there is practically but one buyer for 
the packers here. The growers of live stock 
might better sell direct to the packing 
houses. 

While freight rates on everything else 
have. been reduced in years past, this 
monopoly thas stood firm as a rock, per- 
sistently demandirg its pound of flesh. Of- 
ficial records show that this monopoly col- 
lected in 1901 40 per cent as much on stock- 
yards receipts as the railroads received for 
hauling the goods and doing all the work.” 

Refuses to Produce Books. 

Later Mr. Stickney again became angry 
when asked to produce the records of his 
company to prove a number of the figures 
he had just given.

Gen. Miles Miles will disappoint the 
and Army critics of thearmy who have 
Abuses. hoped he would provide 


9 them with material with 
which to carry on their campaign of abuse 
and vilification. The Boston junta has tried 
from the first to identify the commanding 
general with the attack which they have 
aimed at the army and particularly at Mr: 
Noot, because of the differences which were 
known to exist between the genera! and the 
secretary. In his report Gen. Miles takes sub- 
Stantially the same position as Mr. Root and 
the president. Evils may.creep into any 
System or great organization,“ he says. 
“Buch as have affected our army have been 
or will be eradicated.“ This accords with 
the opinion of the vast majority of the Amer- 
ican people. The administration has not at- 
tempted, as the Boston junta alleges, to hush 
up abuses. It asserts that abuses have been 
rare; that they were inevitable, and that 
every effort has been made to prevent them 
And to punish the men who have committed 
them. Gen. Miles points out that the army 
has undergone great changes since 1898, but 
‘the old officefs and men have been the 
leaven of the army up to the present time.” 
He makes recommendations for the care of 
the troops at home. Doubtless during his. 
Visit to the Philippines he will find conditions 
which may be improved and will return to 
‘make recommendations accordingly, but, like 
every other visitor to the archipelago since 
the American occupation, he will return im- 
pressed. not by the abuses committed by the 
army but by the extraordinary forbearance 
shown by troops, most of them fr@ghly drawn 
from civil life. | 


INDIGNATION IN NEW YoRK. 

When the New York Tribune calls any con- 
dition or situation a scandal of the first 
Magnitude” one’s attention is arrested. 
When it goes on to say that the existing 
state of affairs is a disgrace to the city, to 
civilization, and to American manhood ” 
one’s keenest curiosity is aroused. What is 
it that compels the Tribune to use such 
vigorous language? It is a thing which 
would excuse language of any kind. “ The

One can 
ouly hope that a little fire may have caused 
a great deal of smoke and that.a few cases 
of rudeness may have been converted by 
the Tribune’s indignation into a general 
custom. | 
In Chicago we are not lonely when we 
ride in street cars: We are not deprived on 
such occasions of the fellowship of our kind. 
We are not recluses. Wearesocial. Man 
is nowhere a more gregarious animal than 
on the Milwaukee avenue cable line. The 
solidarity of the human rade is nowhere bet- 
‘ter illustrated. Deliberate insult, however, 
is practically unknown. Some persons, of 
course, there are in every city who are either 
under or over civilized, either brutal in vul- 
garity or brutal in decadence. Against such 
persons the law can and does operate. Our 
coniplaint in Chicago is not against them. 
It is against overcrowding in itself. Our 
passengers are.all right. What we want to 
change is our companies, or, at Any rate, 
our companies’ methods. Give us good serv- 
ice, and we will look after our manners and 
morals. 


_ THE LIBRARY AGE ISSUE. 
he parent who has complained because 
his children tinder the age of 12 were not 
admitted to the Newberry library hardly 
has grounds for making serious objection. 
His case is an exceptional one, for there 
not one child in a thousand under the age 
of 12 who cares to get into a reference li- 
brary or who has use for any. other books 
than are found in the ordinary family li- 
brary. Of course, there are infant prodigies 
who can digest anything to be found in the 
Newberry or any other librafy, but it is 
hardly wise to bredk over the regulations 
for the sake of the infant phenomenon, nor 
would it be wise to give children carte 
blanche in a library, since to do so in these 
days of juvenile license, when punitive meth- 
ods-of discipline are not approved, would 


involve not only the disturbance of those 


who wish: to study but the damaging of many 
books. 

At the same time it is possible to supply 
every need of children in this direction and 
not only satisfy those who appreciate and 
would like to use a library but attract many 
who now care nothing for books, but neither 
the Newberry nor the John Crerar li- 
brary is the place for such experiments. 


They are for the use of students and the 


books they contain are not in demand by 
children under 12 years of age. The public 
library can supply all their needs and there 
are no rules barring them out either from 
the main library or any of the substations. 
Children are often there alone or with their 
parents, but they are rarely seen in the read- 
ing rooms. When the public library's ship 


+ eomes in and it has sufficient money to enable 


it to keep up with the march of improve- 
ment, it should have a department for chil- 
dren. The Boston public library has its 
children’s room, large, airy, and pleasant, 
its walls hung with pictures, maps, euriosi- 
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| cial park commission’s scheme 


ties, rare historical documents and por- 
traits, and its shelves filled with books which 
not only minister to a child’s pleasure but 
are ample for every purpose of juvenile ref- 
erence, There are watchful attendants to 
look after the children and see that no mis- 
chief is done, and also to supply needed 
information. The room is always well filled 


with children and is one of the most attrac- 


tive in the building. Such a department 
in our public library would add greatly to 
its attractiveness and usefulness, and when 
there is money enough on hand it should 
have one. That is the place for children, 
not the reference libraries, where grown up 
people read and study and do not wish to be 
disturbed. 

MR. CANNON FOR SPEAKER. N 
No organised opposition to the election of 
Mr. Cannon as speaker of the next house 
has yet developed. Even if other eandidates 
are brought forward it is probable that be- 
fore the election takes place there will be no 
opponent in the field. But it will not be well 
to take anything for granted. When an 
office of so great importance is involved there 
will be much longing and striving for it. Mr. 
Cannon cannot be elected unless he has the 
support of a majority of the republican mem- 
bers. The only way to get the votes is to go 
out after them. 

In point of experience and ability Mr. 
Cannon is admitted to be the best man whose 
name has been mentioned for the place, He 
is unquestionably the leader of the house. 
If long, faithful, and successful service give 
u man a sufficient title to an honor of this 
kind Mr. Cannon has it. . But there are often 
wheels within wheels in the house of repre- 
sentatives. There are conflicting interests to 
be reconciled. There are questions of local- 
ity and state pride to be considered. The 
possibility of combinations among jealous 
opponents has to be taken into account and 
provided against. Unless Mr. Cannon’s 
campaign is quickly and thoroughly organ- 
ized it is nok yet clear that he will be the 
next speaker, though he unquestionably 
should be. His friends should ascertain 
where the votes are, go after them, and, if 
possible, get them. 

Votes should be asked for solely on the 
ground of Mr. Cannon’s undisputed merit. 
He should not be tied down with pledges in 
regard to committee assignments or legisla- 
tion of any description. Indeed, he is not 
the kind of man who can be tied down in this 
way. He will not put his honor in pawn. If 
elected speaker, as he should be, it will not 
be because of private arrangements but 
chiefly because of the confidence his fellow 
members repose in him. It will be because 
they have faith in him, in his strict sense of 
duty, in his impartiality, and his knowledge 
of the relative dapacity, the rights, and the 
obligations of his associates on the floor. 
He will not care to be elected as the chief of 
a cabal or the representative of a faction. 
If chosen speaker he will have no personal 
favorites, but will attempt to organize the 
house with a sole view to its efficiency, the 
dispatch of public business, and especially to 
the protection of the public treasury. 

A speaker should be a fairminded man, 
having sufficient force of character to exe- 
cute the will of the house and self-control 
enough to keep his own individuality apart 
from the powers of his office. Mr. Cannon 
has these qualities. If the members get it 
fairly into their heads that such is the case, 
and that Mr. Cannon in the speaker's chair 
will deal justly by all elements of the party 
— with malice towards none and with 
charity for all”—and will administer his 
office so as best to advance the interests of 
the whole people, he will be elected. 

An election to so great an office for the 
sole reason that he is the man best fitted 
for the place may justly be regarded by Mr. 
Cannon as the crowning honor of a long, 
useful, and honorable public life. ibe: 


ANOTHER LAKE SHORE IDEA. 

East of the Illinois Central tracks, between 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-sixth streets, 
there is a stretch of shore which is capable of 
greater things than it has as yet accom- 
plished. To be partly free bathing beach 
and partly horfid wilderness is not to have 
reached the limit of riparian ambition. 
There are possibilities beyond. One of these 
possibilities is suggested by the special park 
commission in its recent report on south 
side sites for small parks and playgrounds. 
Why not establish between Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-sixth streets a kind of four 
ring show which shall consist of a small 
park, an open air gymnasium, a permanent 
free bathing beach, and a recreation pier? 
Four ring show, however, is not quite the 
phrase for such a combination of advantages. 
People’s country club would be better. The 
small park, the open air gymnasium, and 
the bathing beach need no recommendation. 
They are familiar to us and we know their 
value. The recreation pier will bea novelty. 
That is, it will be a novelty in Chicago. In 
New York it would be no novelty at all. 
There it has been a means of popular pleas- 
ure for several years. In Chicago it would 
no doubt have similar success. As far as 
desirability is concerned, therefore; the spe-

criticism. 


Unfortunately, however, the commission 
itself admits that the present bond issue of 
$1,000,000 is not large enough to include 
its lake shore plans. So many inland parks 
are needed that if the people's country club 
is established, either a new bond issue or a 
donation from private purses will be neces- 
sary. The total amount of money which 
will have to be raised will be about $500,000.. 
In some cities this would be an obstacle. In 
others it would be an incentive. Between 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth streets 
the man from whom the land would have 
to be bought is George C. Walker. Mr. 
Walker’s. generosity in connection with the 
city bathing beach makes it seem unlikely 
that he would stand in the way of any good 
municipal enterprise. That this enterprise 
is a good one nobody can doubt. The vot- 
ers of the south side should be prepared to 
give it their consideration if it should ever 
come before them, and the millionaires of 
the south side may perhaps see some way 
in which they can give it a little financial as-

THE VIRTUES OF ARBITRATION. 

The men who run the cars of the Union 
Traction anfl Consolidated Traction com- 
paniés are fully entitled to the higher wages 
the board of arbitration has awarded them. 
They have fared ill during the last ten years. 
Prosperity which has visited so many other 
workers has coldly passed them by. During 
the decade the cost of living has increased, 
but their wages have not been adyanced, 
while those of most workingmen have been. 
The work of the employés of the traction 
companies is more intense and wearing than 
it used to be, but their more exhausting 
labor did not get them better pax. The 
substitution of electricity for horses in- 
creased the earnings of the companies per 
man, but the men did not share in the in- 
creased profits they earned for the com- 
panies. The wonder is that the employés 
put up with their low pay so long. Prob- 
ably it was because they were unorganized. 
The formation of a union was the first step 
towards the bettering of their condition. 

The arbitrators have not given the em- 
ployés all they asked for or all the employés 
believe their work is worth, but a substantial 
increase in wages, greatly in excess of what 
the companies offered, has been secured. 
The operating expenses of the companies, 
which are not in the best financial condi- 
tion, will be largely increased, but no de- 
mands for higher pay are tobe made prior to 
May, 1904. The wage scales habe been 
fixed for a year anda half. If differences, 
not relating to wages, arise between the 
companies and employees which can- 
not be settled by negotiation, they will be 
settled by arbitration. : 

The officers of the traction companies 
dreaded the organization of unions, which 
they feared would make unreasonable de- 
mands and stand by them. The officers 
have discovered that it is not so difficult to 
get along with “organized labor.” The 
employés aceepted arbitration willingly and 
will take what arbitration has-given them, 
though it is less than they hoped for, It 


‘is quite as much as they could have ob- 


tained if there had been a strike and the 
public had been put to great loss and inde- 
scribable inconvenience. 

The peaceful adjustment of the questions 
at issue between the traction companies and 
their organized employés is another victory 
for the principle of arbitration. That is not 
a sovereign remedy for labor troubles, but 
it is the best remedy which has yet been dis- 
covered and is the ohe which will be re- 
sorted to with increasing frequency by dis- 
agreeing employers and employés. |

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY

HILE there are few pontiffs who 
have been more keenly alive to the 
rights of the masses, as compared 
to those of the classes, or more 
sensible of the prerogatives of the 

people in distinction from those of the mon- 
archy and. of the nobility, yet Leo XIIL is 
by no means indifferent to the value of an- 
cestry and of blue blood. I, indeed, this 
great prelate, one of the most eminent and 
distinguished of all the successors of St. 
Peter at Rome, has but one little weakness 
to serve as the Rembrandt shading for the 
portrait of an otherwise magnificent char- 
acter, that weaknéss is the question of 
lineage. 

There is a famous and ancient noble family 
of Pecci at Sienna. From these he is anx- 
ious to prove his descent. But in spite of all 
his efforts, and of those genealogists anxious 
to please him, it has been found utterly im- 
possible to prove any connection whatsoever 
between the illustrious old house of the 
Peceis of Sienna and the altogether modern 
family of the Peceis of Carpinetto, to which 
he belongs. Indeed, the fact that his claims | 
te be descended from the Peccis of Sienna 
were incapable of proof almost, prevented 
his admission to the Academy of Noble Ec- 
clesiastics at Rome as a lad, and when at 
length his name was placed on the books 
of the college, it was as that of a Pecci of 
Carpinetto, his relationship to the Sienna 
Peccis being denied. 


And now this question has once more been 
brought before the public by the recent pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette at Rome of 
the list.of nobles of the province of Rome 
compiled for the government by the royal 
commission of heraldry. 

I mentioned some time ago in these letters 
that this commission had been formed by 
the present king of Italy with the object of 
placing some restriction upon the indis- 
criminate use of nobiliary titles in Italy, and 
for the purpose of inflicting penalties on 
all those men and women who bear titles 
in Italy without any right or reason. 

The committee has gone about the matter 
in a systematic way, taking one province 
after another, and, after having exacted 
from each noble family of the province its 
ancestral papers and legal proofs of lineage, 
it publishes in the Official Gazette a decree, 
countersigned by the minister of state and 
by the King, giving a full list of the names 
of those nobles of the province in question 
who have proved to the satisfaction of the 
commission their right to their names and 
to their titles. No names can be added to 
this list except by the sanction of the crown, 
which is only given in the case of the grant 
of a new title, or after the commission on 
heraldry has reported to the king that it has 
found after a careful examination that 
there is good cause for royal permission 
being granted to the applicant either to re- 
vive or to continue to bear some ancient 
title. | 

As soon as this commission has completed 
its examination of the pretensions to no- 
bility in all the provinces of the kingdom 
the official lists which have already been 
published of the various provinces will be 
compiled into one official ** golden book.“ or 
„ peerage,’ and any Italian subject making 
use of a title to which this standard work 
of reference does not show him to be war- 
ranted will incur both fine and imprison- 
ment. | 


— 

The official list of the nobility of the met- 
ropolitan province of Rome, compiled by 
the royal commission of heraldry, has just 
been published in the Official Gazette by 
order of the king, and while it comprises 
the name of the family of the present pon- 
tiff it pointedly ignores the latter’s claim to 
be descended from the Peccis of Sienna, and, 
indeed, declares that the nobility of the 
Peccis of Carpinetto only dates from 1878, 
when Leo XIII. was elected pope. This 
is equivalent to a declaration that Leo XIII. 
obtained admission to the Academy of No- 
ble Ecclesiastics as a lad on the strength 
of nobiNary preten@ions pronounced by the 
royal commission to have been unfounded. 

Léo XIII. is reported to be deeply offended 
by this action on the part of the Italian gov- 
ernment, which he regarde in the nature of 
a personal affront, and it has served to 
strain still further the feelings between the 
vatican and the quirinal. | 


— 

It may be remembered that when several 
months ago certain Parisian newspapers 
commenced publishing a series of articles 
connecting the name of the crown prince of 
Germany with that of a beautiful American 
girl, Miss Gladys Deacon, daughter of the 
late Parker Deacon, and intimating that 
the prince was bent on marrying her, despite 
the objections of his father, the kaiser, the 
articles, which had been cabled to this coun- 
try, and printed far and wide, were suddenly 
stopped, nothing more being heard about the 
matter. 

It would now appear that the stoppage of 
the articles in the Parisian newspapers in 
question was due to the payment of consider- 
able sums of hush money by Mrs. Parker 
Deacon, the mother of the young girl, and 
also by prince Radolin, the German ambas- 
sador at Paris. 

Quite recently the same papers are stated 
to have threatened both Prince Radolin and 
Mrs. Parker Deacon with a full fledged re- 
vival of the story in the French metropolitan 
press unless further hush money were paid. 
What Prince Radolin has done Iam unable 
to say. But Mrs. Deacon, advised by French 
and American friends, has appealed directly 
to the minister of the interior and to the 
prefect of police for protection from any 
further blackmail. Gen. Porter, the United 
States ambassador, is likewise, so it is said, 
taking an active interest in the affair in be- 
half of his compatriot, Mrs. Deacon, and we 
are likely to hear more about the matter. 

At any rate if there is any revival of the 
stories in the cable dispatches regarding the 
alleged infatuation of Germany's crown 
prince for Miss Deacon, my readers will now 
know that it means that Mrs. Deacon and 
Prince Radolin, the German ambassador, 
have declined to comply with the further 
blackmailing demands from certain extor- 
tionate organs of the Parisian press. 

~~ 

At the time of the celebration of the fe#tivi- 
ties in Bulgaria in connection with the dedi- 
cation in the presence of Russian and Bul- 
garian dignitaries of the church erected as 


soldiers who fell in the storming of the 
Shipka Pass, a telegram was issued by the 
Bulgarian authorities and published not 
only in the Bulgarian papers but also in all 
the foreign press purporting to be a message 
of congratulation addressed by Emperor 
Nicholas to Gen. Count Ignatieff, the Rus- 
sian ex-minister of state and ex-ambassador, 
who, as president of the pan-Slav committee 


movement, was perhaps the most conspicu- 
ous figure at the Shipka Pass festivities. 

The telegram excited no end of attention 
and comment by reason of the extravagant 
praise lavished on Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, who was referred to repeatedly therein 
as the “dear and beloved brother” of the 
writer. ¥ 

Now the word “ brother is only used by 
sovereigns in ceremonious reference to 
brother monarchs of equal rank. For in- 
stance, King Edward would never dream of 
addressing the king of Servia as brother.” 
and Napoleon III. embarked France in the | 
costly Crimean war because Czar Nicholas | 
declined to accord it to him. The fact, there. | 
fore, that Emperor Nicholas should have re- 
ferred to Prince Ferdinand, who at the best | 
is a vassal of the sultan, as a “ brother,” 
created no end of comment, being regarded 
as an intimation to the effect that Russia 
regarded the prince of Bulgaria not merely 
as an independent sovereign but as a ruler 
of the highest rank. 2 

It now turns out that the writenor thetele- 
gram was not Emperor Nicholas of Russia 
but Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, and the 
Bulgarian government has been forced by 
a peremptory demand from St. Pete | 
to publish an intimation to this effect. late 
in the day and rather humiliating to Prince 
Ferdinand. -

Dr, Dubbe’s Program Study Class. 


Dr. Dubbe was in his element yesterday. The 
trinity of Bs—Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms—or, 
as Dr. Dubbe put it, the trinity of logicians,’’ 
was much to his taste; a truly Gothic program. 

But what a contrast is the second half,“ said 
Dr. Dubbe. In the first we have the kings of 
absolute music. In his youth Beethoven strayed 
from the path (for even he must sow his musical 
wild oats), but in his maturer years he produced 
no music that was not absolute. But in the 
second half we have Berlioz and program music.“ 

I thought program music was music suitable 
for programs,“ said Mrs. Givu A. Payne. 

Berlioz, continued Dr. Dubbe, ‘* instituted the 
musical reform’ in Germany, the new German 
school of Liszt and Wagner. Berlioz’s music is 
all on the surface, while Brahms’ music sounds 
the depths. He uses the contrabassoon in about 
all of his orchestral compositions (you will hear 
it today), and most of his plano works take the 
last A on the piano. If his bass seems at times 
muddy it is because he goes so deep that he stirs 
up the bottom.“ 

How clear!“ exclaimed Miss Gay Votte. 

Take measure 65 in Berlioz’s ‘ Dance of the 
Syliphs,’ *’ said Dr. Dubbe. The spirits hover 
over Faust, who has fallen asleep. The ‘cellos are 
sawing away drowzily on their pedal point D 
(probably in sympathy with Faust), and what 
sounds like Herr Thomas tuning the orchestra is 
the lone A of the fifth. The absent third repre- 
This is a trick common 
to the new school. Wagner uses it in Siegfried,’ 
in the close of the Tarnhelm motive, to illustrate 
the vanishing properties of the cap. In measure 
57 of the Ballet you will find a chord of the aug- 
mented five six, a harmony built on the first in- 
version of the diminished seventh of the key of 
the dominant, with lowered bass tone, and which 
in this instance resolves into the dominant triad.

This is all 
clear to you, I suppose?“

The augmented five six chord is called 
French harmony because of its smoothness, and 
this is one reason why Berlioz uses it in preference 
to the Italian or German harmonies. Another 
reason is it represents the rising and soaring of 
the spirits and the lowering on the dominant. 
Schubert uses the chord in the opening of ‘ Am 
Meer,’ to represent the swelling of the tide.“ 

Dr. Dubbe then analyzed and played for us 
Brahms’ First symphony, after which Miss Ellen- 
brough served doughnuts made in the shape of a

‘CLERK BLAIR EXPLAINS 


HASKINS & SELLS REPORT. 


After Finance Committee of Council 
Hears Statement Aldermen Declare 
Criticisms on the Office Exaggerated. 


— — 


Chief Clerk Blair of the personal tax de- 
partment of the county treasurer’s office ex- 
plained the Haskins & Sells report on that 
office yesterday before the finance committee 
of the city council. The aldermen said, after 
the explanations had been made, that they 
were satisfactory. It was declared that the 
report of the accountants had been too 
sweeping. 

A committee consisting of Alds. Blake, 
Finn, and Eidmann was appointed to go into 
the matter in more detail. 

The report asserted that great carelessness 
and laxity in the offices of the various tax 
assessing and collecting bodies, especially in 
the county treasurer's office, had been re- 
sponsible for large losses in tax revenue for 
the last ten years. Over $5,000,000 was said 
to have been lost in collection—a considera- 
ble part of this, it was asserted, being due to 
carelessness. 

Mr. Blair entered into/specific explana- 
tions of the various charges and the alder- 
men expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the explanations. It was admitted that some 
carelessness was evident, but it was asserted 
that the report-had been overdrawn. 

Building Inspector Kiolbassa broke his own 
record during the day. He inspected.a build- 
ing. No one in his office knew just where the 
building was er what the oceasion of the in- 
spection, but the fact remained that the 
building inspector had inspected.

FORMER EVANSTON MAN DEAD. 


Charles G. Ayars, for Thirty Years a 
Resident of the Suburb, Dies 
in Florida. 


Charles G. Ayars, for 30 years a citizen of 
Evanston, died from the effects of blood 
poisoning on Thursday at Orlando, Fia., 
where he had made his home for the last 
year.

The report states that the army is to be 
reduced by Dec. 1 to 60,020 men, of which 
2,377 belong to the staff departments. 

The report shows that during the fiscal 
year there were thirty-five officers killed in 
action or died of wounds and disease and 
sixty-eight were retired. Of the enlisted 
men 1,227 were killed or died of wounds ana 
disease, 35,806 were discharged on the ex- 
piration of service, 5,498 were discharged for 
disability or dismissed by order of court- 
martial, 4,667 deserted, two were missing, 
and 208 retired. 


Retired Officers for Attaches. 


Gen. Corbin, in calling attention to his 
former recommendation that the rank and 
pay of military attachés abroad should be 
increased, suggestd that retired officers of 
high rank might be selected for this service. 

In reviewing the reports of officers who 
participated in the army and navy maneuvers 
last September, Gen. Corbin says that much 
valuable information was acquired. He says: 

The maneuvers proved the rank and 
file of our army can be depended upon in 
every emergency; that apparently impossible 
tasks can be accémplished under the spur 
of necessity, and that there is an immeas- 
ufable gulf between practice and theory. 


The lessons learned by both officers and men 


were of more practical value than years of 
ordinary garrison routine and instruction.“

CATERPILLARS AND MOTHS. : 
An Instructive and Valuable Book by 
Two Women. 

"Caterpillars and Their Moths,” by Ida 
Mitchell Eliot and Caroline Gray Soule, ts a 
popular work intended for direct aid and in- 
struction. It is written in a colloquial man- 
ner, so to speak, and the crawling creatures 
and the fluttering ones are described as the 
authors became acquainted with them dur- 
ing long years of intimate observation, and, 
one might say, association.

“In 1767 young Baron Kalb, who was a 
foreigner serving in the French army, was 
chosen by Cholseul to go to America to com- 
plete information Choiseul wanted upon the 
situation there. As his mission was to be 
secret Choiseul covered his departure from 
Paris by a military order removing him to 
Dunkirk and Calais, two days after which 
he was secretly sent to Amsterdam, provided 
with money, and embarked for America.
